It ia a nation's heart 


offering to the memory of those who 
preserved its unity, and promoted its 
ability to beoome, as it is to-day, the 
foremost power, Bepabliaan or Mon- 
archical, on the face of the globe. It 
is a tribute of the living who are en- 
joying the blessings pnrhased with the 
life-blood of those who fell in the civil 
strife, and their comrades who shared 
tueir perils and who have sine* depart- 
ed to join their brethren across the 
dark river, where all is eternal rest and 
peaae. It is not a day of mourning', 
bat of exaltation; exaltation ol a na- 
tion and the memories of those who 
preserved its honor, its unity and its 
flag, which is now not only the emblem 
of liberty but of supremacy upon the 
land and upon the eea. 


An the years roll by, Memorial Day 


carries a more softening and solemn 
meaning to the neart of the nation. 
The bitterness engendered by a war of 
sections has gradually bat steadily 
softened, until no trace of it is left, 
and blossoms are showered alike upon 
the eods over the mortal parts of those 
who wore the blue and those who wore 
the gray. The laural and the willow 
are equally remembered and honored, 
and the living representatives of each 
join hands with like sincerity and zeal 
m honoring the memories of those 
who lost or perilled their lives in the 
ciuse they tboiigbl :o be right. 


To-day with an addod tenderness the 


flowers will shower upon tbe graves of 
the blue and tbe gray. Their sona and 
daughters will unite ia tributes to tbe 
memory of those who were gathered in 
the last harvest of death, who died far 
the honor of a united nation and for 
tbe never dying cause of human lib- 
erty, and will turn from the fresh 
broken sod to those that are green 
with the grass of more than a third of 
a century. The dead of tbe Spanish 
war gave their lives for the immortal 
spirit of liberty.

graves attest the truth of tlie words of 
the immortal Lincoln: "We know that 
those dead have not ilied in vain, and 
that gevernmeot of tbe people, by the 
people and for tbe people shall not 
perish from the face of the earth." 


A. PHJTE war olaim was lately allowed

rale of conduct. An early type of re- 
ligion is tha Fetichism of Africa. Tbe 
truth of the regularity of the periods 
of the moou is discovered. Religious 
feasts are set by tbeae changes. A 
stick is of special service, but later, 
when things go wrong, the stick is 
beaten. Tbe petty petulance and piti- 
able superstitions of Fetiobism has 


Helpless immortal! Insect infinite ! 
A worm, a god!—I tremble at myself, 
And in myself am lost. At home a stranger, 
Thought wanders up and down, surprised, 


aghast, 


And wond'ring at her own. How reason 


reels ! 


O, what a miracle to man is man ! " 


Oar very bodies are symbolic of our 


natare. We stand.with onr feet on 
the earth and are of the earth earthly. 
Ot all animals we alone are upright; 
our heads touch the stars, and we are 
of the heavenly. Between onr feet and 
onr head are onr hands, with which we 
may grovel in the earthly or reach out 
to grasp tho heavenly. Since such ex- 
tremes meet in us it becomes any man 
in reasoning concerning us to be rever- 
ential. The disbeliever may well with 
rsspoot consider the subject of religion 
from the very fact that it claims to 
deal with man upon his earthward and 
upon his heavenward side. Indeed it 
is a presumption in favor ot religion 
that it sees all sides and attempts a 
reconciliation of ail. Skeptics and be- 
lievers all agree that religion must 
make men, and one that does not 
make men is not likely to make saints. 
Of the two relations of religion, one to 
the here and the other to the hereafter, 
tne first is at hand and can be tested. 
We shall treat of this side to-day. 
Oar topie is 
OHBIBTIANITY AS THE GOSPEL OP MANHOOD. 


1. A gospel of manhood is demanded 


and confirmed by the nature of man as 
shown in common aspirations. 
As 


renerally represented, the Hebrew 
prophets were preachers of righteous- 
ness. 
They were equally posts of 


patriotism. Ezekiel, at the opening ot 
the sixth century before Christ repre- 
sents as the highest purpose of the 
Almighty in a national crisis the search 


been outgrown and will not be the re- 
ligion to which our truth seeker can 
turn, though he must respect it as in- 
dicative of a crude relating of man to 
the universe. 


It has become somewhat fasbonabls 


to turn to the religions of the Orient. 
We would scarce expect in Buddhism, 
in which life is considered as an evil to 
be endured, to flud anything likely to 
foster manhood. We are happily sur- 
prised, however, to find a repose de 
veloped that may be a basis of man 
hood. But it is a manhood totally un 
Stted to the western world, with its ag 
gressiveness and with continents to 
conquer. The total loss of the leader 
ship of civilizition by the Buddhistic 
mind and people show that it is but an 
early and partial phwe. Tae Anglo- 
Saxon and the future e&nnot turn 
backward to it for their gospel. It is 
pathetic to find that even in India 
Brahmanism despite the attempted 
advance of Buddhism maintained it- 
self in the worship of the Brahmins. 
Manhood, positive manhood, reas- 
serted itielf, and soms kind of hero 


taken in his crime bis dying ory is apt 
to be, "I have bten a wicked fellow. 
God help me." Mr student hearers do 
not need that I dwell upon this type 
of manhood, for they have become too 
the nghtf ul to be dazzled by it and they 
see the peril of it to onr government 
and civilization. 


A. higher type of manhood produced 


jy our' modern civilization attendant 
tpon wealth, is that of the dude, 
lumau nature has ever tended, since 
he time of the fig leaf in Eden, to 
make more of the dress than of the 
man, to let accomplishments stand for 
acquirements. 
The outright dude 


approaches so near to idiocy in the 
•yes of those who have studied, that 
he is in' no danger of presenting a 
gospel that can be accepted. But the 
refined, educated dude is dangerous, 
ind affords an object of envy or of 
rnitation, as the case may be, that may 
well be dreaded. A manhood or a 
womanhood of mere comfortableness 
may subtlety supplant the manhood 
that has made onr country.

A type appealing to the scholar in 


oar modern civilization is the scientific 
one. Huxley was an apostle. The 
body is to be viewed as a mere meoban- 
lem. The mind is a cold, logical en- 
gine. Tbe scientific catechism accord- 
ing to Huxley answers tbe qnestion, 
"What is the chief end of man?" "Tbe 
knowledge of the eternal laws of na- 
ture." This gospel is full ot truth, but 
notot whole truths. It has brought 
much of pessimism in its wake. It has 
been found, with all onr knowledge, 
that the knowledge even of the eternal 
laws of nature does not control us, as 
from the beginning men knew better 
than they do. History proves that rhe 
tree of knowledge is not necessarily 
tbe tree of life. We are near the bor- 
ders of a higher type, and one pre- 
sented as well as ever in the ancient 
days by the philosopher Zeno. He 
well said: "Man, O, Plato, Aristotle, ie 
not made to speculate filone. Mao, O, 
Epicurus, is not made to enjoy alone, 
but to do somewhat and be somewhat. 
Tbe aim of man is neither to be wise

strey U." Aud there comes Jehovah's 
sad refrain, as in cerli.m other periods 
of human history, "But I found none." 
Jeremiah, another of Israel's greatest 
prophets, represents Jehovah with the

of ibis heart 
and 


of the times. Tbe Lord proclaims, 
"Run ye to and fro through tb» streets 
of Jerusalem, and see now, and know, 
and seek m tbe broad places thereof, 
if yon can find a man, if there be any 
tbat exeouteth judgment, that seeketh 
the truth, and I will pardon it." In the 
midway of Jewish history, as at its be- 
ginning when Father Abraham elo 
quently pleaded with the Lord to save 
Sodom and the Lord said, "I will not 
destroy it for tea's sake," manhood is 
a saving social power, as well as the 
highest personal ide»l. Though tbe 
tact has been slighted, the Hebrew 
drama vies with the Greek epic in pre- 
senting as the hero of creation, man. 


Athena furnishes a companion place 


to Jerusalem. It is mid-day upon tbe 
streets of Athens. A homely man 
flashes a lighted lantern into the face 
of each passer-by. 
We have his fa- 


mout answer as he was asked, "Diog- 
enss, what seekest tuon?" "I seek a 
man." The answer is not merely "I 
seek an honest man", as is comm.only 
reported. It is a sad commentary on 
onr race and age tbat we should limit 
the answer of the Greek by inserting 
"honest." "I seek a man" shows that 
the aspiration for manhood is common 
to Qreek and lew alike. 


In these days of child-study, as in 


the days of the Fsalmist,it may be said 
to the Lord, "Out of tbe months of 


worship of anosstors is sage. If we 
must worship men let us worship our 
fathers anh mothers, those glorified by 
sacrifices for us and often by separa- 
tion from us. While this would be an 
amiable gospel to preach to affection- 
ate sons and daughters, it would not 
be an effective one. Tbe generations 
would go backward instead of forward. 
Progress would coma to a standstill 
and civilization would be stationary, 
as it has been in China through the 
centuries. 


In ancient Greece we have the re- 


ligion of thepbysioial beautiful. 
Its 


worship embodied in statuary like 
that of the Apollo Belvidere still 
touches us. After tbe first glow of en- 
thusiasm, wbea oae stands before the 
Apollo Belvidera in the Vatican be dis- 
covers in the midst ot the physical 
beauty and the traces of intellect in 
that perfect figure of young manhood, 
traces in lip and eye o: voluptuousness. 
Tbe history of tbe downfall of Greece 
shows that we may turn hither for a 
gospel of sensuous art, but not for a 
gospel ot an enduring aud spiritual 
manhood. Oar modern civilization is 
so largely aggressive, like the old Ro 
man, 
that we may hope to find onr 


gospel for a conquering manhood 
there where tbe very word for man, vir, 
meant strength. But alas, it is a gos- 
pel for an age of militarism with Mars 
for its god, with cruslty as its atten- 
dant 
The religion of Rome culmi- 


nated in the elevation to divine honors 
of the emperor. At last we have a god 
in human form—but a god of power 
and not of purity. In tbe words ot 
George Henry Lewes, we have found 
"in the history ot religions that the 
ideal of human nature more and more 
nsapers the province first assigned to 
the supernatural powers. Tbe gods, 
always exaggerations of human power 
and passions, became gradually per- 
sonifications of what was most admir- 
able and loveable in human nature, 
till in Christianity emerged the avowed 
ideal man." Confessedly the 
old 


artists gave us the head—not of tbe 
historic Christ, but of the artist's con- 
ception of an ideal man. The young 
man baa found no ideal broad enough 
•r historisallly successful enough to 
afford him the gospel unless be has 
found it in tbe culmination of the 


mitted suicide, because the stoic must 
bn unmoved, he disproved the suffici- 
ency ot his message. A manhood of 
stoical virtue may be as cold as ice; in 
its pride it may separate itself from

"When I wait a medical student in 


the University of Pennsylvania," said

Coal I)«ed by Roman*. 


It is believed by some historians that 


coal was used by the Romans on the 
continent and by the Britons on the is 
land before the arrival of Caesar As 
early as 1334 Henry III granted a li 
cense to dig coal near Newcastle, but a 
few years later the use of coal was for 
bidden in London, the smoke beini 
deemed prejudicial to public health 


In 1306 the London gentry petitioner 


the king against its use, declaring 
that, in spite of his royal order, certain 
malicious persons persisted in burning 
it 
Coals began to be brought from 


Newcastle to London in 1881, during 
the reign of Richard II By the year 
1400 
coal was commonly burned in 


London as a fuel, though 200 years 
later, in the reign of Charles I, its use 
was far from being general throughou 
England. 


Anthracite coal, which, except the 


diamond, is the purest form of carbon 
known, was first used by a Connection 
blacksmith named Qore, in 1768, ant 
as a domestic fuel by Judge Jesse Fel 
of Wilkesbarre. Pa., in 1808
